London, Sept. 21.—The West- 
minster Gazette, in an article on 
international conditions, says 
Germany has not proclaimed a 
moratorium and is proud of the 
fact. Instead, she has adopted 
financial, measures. entailing, con- 
siderable risks. German busi- 
ness is transacted ona cash mar- 
gim, which, to the English mind, 
appears dangerously narrow, but 
under pressure her war credit is 
being enormously inflated, 

In the first place the banks arc 
doing everything, possible for 
their customers, am it is qprite 
probpble that, owing: to the 
great number of small banks in 
Germany, advances to firms of 
good standing have been made 
more rapidly than has proved 
feasible in Eng@and.

promptly gather in every scrap 
of news calculated to be of direct 
military value. 

It is a well-known 
sally admitted military axiom

On the other hand, ample and 
accurate information about the 
cnemy is the best guarantee for 
success and an absolute essential 
tu security.

Information is essential to the 
success of; both strategy and tac 
tics. The aquisition of accurate 
information is one of the most 
dithcult tasks of the headquarters 
staff, as well as of the compnand- 
cr in the field.
